BREAKTHR: Breakthru - A 64 track professional quality MIDI sequencer with 
a difference. At the same time as it plays your MIDI instruments, the program will 
play back samples through your computer or add-on cartridge! Add to that a host of 
powerful editing facilities, unique features like Gajits’ Diamond Drag note editing, 
plus an ease of use to astound your, and you'll see why it is called Breakthru. 


EVEREST: Everest, The simple and genial GEM Text Editor - A easy to learn 
ASCII text editor. It offers the following features: 1) Runs with all Atari computers 
and with all known graphic cards (apart from ST low resolution), 2) Fast scrolling on 
all models, with or without the blitter, 3) No cursor overrun or similar annoying gl- 
itches), 4) Standard GEM interface, 5) Turbo C Editor compatible keyboard shortcuts, 6) 
Capable of loading large (>300Kb) files without problems, 7) Almost every command

(not required for TT SCSI port), 4) ICD Host Adapter software (At least version 6.0). 


CHORDS: Chords, The Complete Guitar Cord Dictionary. 


COLPRINT: Spectrum 512 Color Printer - This program allows you to achieve a 
high quality configurable color printout of any uncompressed Spectrum 512 file. 


DCSEA: DC ‘Sea V2.0 - DC SEA (Self Extracting Aro allows you to make an 
executable program from an ARC,LZH,ZIP,or ZOO file that will allow you to extract or 
list the contents. DC SEA will also allow you to restore the executable program into a 
normal archive file. 


DC_XTRCT: DC Xtract 2.1 - DC Xtract revolutionizes the method used to ma- 
nipulate your archive files. No longer will you need to remfeentieredozeris rebe)com- 
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mand line options or be forced to use shell programs. DC Xtract handles in one pro- 
gram, the equivalent of four different compression-archival programs, with a user in- 
terface unmatched by any other archival system. 


DEPACK: Mega Depack Release 2.12 - A program for uncompressing archieve 
files. A new feature of V2 is the ability to recognize several popular file formats. 
Some may be packed others may not, but Mega Depack 2 will recommend a package 
to view/use/depack the file. The current files recognized are LHARC, ARC, ZOO, PK 
ZIP, IFF, DEGAS unpacked, NEO pics, NEO animation object files. 


DIRSORT: Directory Sort - A program for resorting directories. 


MGIE 41B: MGIF 4.2 displays colour images in four gray scales in any of the ST 
and Falcon030 bitplane modes, and probably the TT modes as well, using a flickering 
technique and Floyd-Steinberg dithering to get fantastic results. In the Falcon true col- 
our mode 32 gray scales are shown, with dithering, which looks even better. For best 
results at least 640x400 pixels at 60Hz is recommended. A selection of image process- 
ing tools can be applied to the image to enhance it or produce interesting effects.

[T he gauntlet was thrown down and 
a 


ccepted the challenge of presenting 
a case for why MilAtari should remain 
an Atari specific club. Let me rephrase 
that: MI LATARI MUST REMAIN ATARI 
SPECIFIC OR THE ATARI IDENTITY 
IN THE CLUB WILL BE LOST FOREV- 
ER! 


Now, I’m not suggesting that a member 
shouldn’t have an interest in other 
computers, after all, I own an MS-DOS 
machine myself, nor am I denying the 
fact that our club is as much a social 
club as we are a group of computer en- 
thusiasts. What I do believe, however, 
is that user’s groups, in general, cannot 
afford to | ose the focus that brought 
the group together in the first place! 
This focus becomes particularly more 
important as the "outside world’s” in- 
terest in our comp uter of choice be- 
gins to wane. 


Just for a moment, let’s talk about the 
(rm "computer of choice”. I'll try to be 
brief here but I wanted to remind eve- 
ryone that while MS-DOS & Mac com- 
puters were certainly available for 
home and definitely used extensively 
in business during the boom time of 
the 1980’s, we CHOSE to buy a compu- 
ter that gave us all t he competition of- 
fered and more..an Atari computer! I 
believe this was the right choice at the 
time and just because MS-DOS & Mac 
machines have recently beco me a 
good value, doesn’t mean that our 
Atari computers need to gather dust in 
the closet or be sold into obscurity in 
favor of the latest and greatest. But,in 
fact, this scenario becomes inevitable 
should MilAtari lose its CHOSEN focus 
by trying to cater to any or all other 
systems. 


WHY? Simply put, its a matter of 
numbers and it’s twofold. 


FIRST, are the numbers of volunteers 
that would be needed to expand the club 
to even begin to cover more than one 
computer system. And, to be fair, if we 
try to cover more than one system, then 
we should iry to cover all. Volunteers 
are the life blood of any group such as 
ours. It's tough getting enough volun- 
teers to support a one computer club, so 
how do you motivate even more mem- 
bers that would be necessary to support 
a multi-platform club? Not only that but 
I'm talk ing about recruiting enough 
people just to get the project off the 
ground not necessarily eliough to be 
truly effective.

regret not being able to attend the September membership meeting to run the 
MultiTOS and AtariWorks demos, and would like to extend an apology on behalf 
of David and myself. We will reschedule those demos, but that date has not been 
set at the time of this writing. However, as sort of a "teaser," I thought I would 
highlight a few of the features of both programs in this article. 


MultiTOS - Quick and Dirty Our first experiences with MultiTOS were much the 
same as others I've read about on GEnie: crash, crash, crash. It didn’t take long, 
however, to determine what auto programs and accessories (the usual culprits) 
were not compatible with MultiTOS, and since then have had no problems. We use 
XBoot, and configure separate boot sequences for the different tasks we tackle on 
our system. That works very well for us, in our multi-user household. 


In the beginning, I was of the opinion that I had no need to multi-task, and there- 
fore gave little attention to David's hints and tips on the program's ins and outs. 
When he told me about the “animated” icons, I'd yawn, "Uh-huh, that’s nice dear; 
pass the chips please.” Multi-tasking? Who needs to run more than one program at 
a time anyway? 


One day I booted up the ‘puter and David had been playing with the settings of 
the window colors and all that unimportant stuff. I noticed the desktop looked 
unusually attractive. He had all the icons neatly arranged on the desktop for im- 
’ mediate program execution. Thought I'd call the bbs. Click click. The STalker icon, 
an old fashioned desk telephone, became animated in that the receiver lifted up 
off the cradle. Must be seeing things! I quit the program and tried it again. My 
eyes were not deceiving me! 
Then the fun began. I discovered that a single click on any icon would activate it 
and create some appropriate action for that icon. The disk icons (file cabinet) pull 
a folder out; a document rises out of the folder icons; the CD icon spins; the 
printer icon spits out a piece of paper, paint brushes paint; tools open and close;
